Spend Too Much Time in Indoor 
Recreation, Health Officer 
Says.

New York, March 7.~~Dancing in 
g irls’ dormitories is held responsible 
in part for th** fact that more women 
than men were attacked by serious 
illness at Columbia University last 
year. 
Dr. William H. McCastline, univer­ 
sity medical officer, in a report

Huller, 
made public today, stated of 767 men 
and 462 women resident in Columbia 
dorm itories, 64 men were treated in 
I he infirm ary and 172 women. 
“The only explanation th at one can 
make for the larger number of bedside 
cases among the women,” said Dr. 
McCastline, “ is that they are more 
apt to congregate in groups in their 
rooms than are the men and to spend 
leas time in the open air and in re­ 
creational sports.
